INCREASE IN NON-IMMIGRANT VISAS 

Almost half a million non-immigrant visas (496,032) were issued by consular offices 
to persons desiring to visit the United States for business or pleasure during the first ten 
months of the 1958 fiscal year. Increases in non-immigrant visas issued were shown in 
all but one of the major areas of the world from July 1 through April 30, 1958, as com- 
pared to those issued during the same period in the 1957 fiscal year. 

he Western Hemisphere accounted for well over half of the total visitor’s visas 
issued, and Mexico alone with an issuance of 106,952 non-immigrant visas for the ten- 
month period accounted for almost half of the total issued in the Western Hemisphere, 
and almost one-fourth of the world-wide total. Canada and Cuba came next. Venezuela 
with a total of 19,337 (more than 4,000 above the comparable period of 1957) received 
more visitors’ visas than any other country south of Mexico. 

Europe is the only area showing a decrease, though slight. The comparison is, for 
the ten-month period, 133,247 in 1958 against 5 1957. No particular significance, 
however, is attached to this since the drop is entirely in revalidations of visas already

We had so much faith in the planning of our forefathers that, un- 
it did not occur to many of us here now that we would have to supple- 


ment those plans of many years ago to keep pace with the vast growth which 


has thrust this nation to the pinnacle of greatness in the world today. 


was good to us, giving us a harbor, I be- 
lieve, without parallel. Statistics have 
been quoted so many times, all I will say 
is that more vessels can be moored, loaded, 
unloaded and anchored within the confines 
of New York Harbor than in any other 
port in the world. 

Of course, the New York port is made 
up of New York City and New Jersey 
communities. Every borough in New York 
City handles foreign commerce in varying 
degrees: Manhattan— passenger and 
freight; Brooklyn—over 50% of the 
freight; Staten Island, Queens and The 
Bronx—some foreign commerce, but pri- 
marily domestic bulk cargoes. On the New 
Jersey shore, Port Newark predominates, 
having been developed by the Port of New 
York Authority; Bayonne, Jersey City, 
Hoboken, Weehawken, Carteret and Perth 
Amboy handle foreign freight as well as 
the major part of our oil depots and bulk 
cargoes. This brief resume indicates the 
vastness of this great world port. The 
eight million people making up this great 
metropolitan area make it possible for 
any industry to locate and successfully 
operate in this immediate area. And the 
labor market in our New York area has 
been recognized as the most versatile in 
the world. There is at hand any trade or 
industry you can mention operating to 
some degree in our local area. 

Faith in the future of New York today 
is just as great as it was when our fore- 
fathers planned and worked so diligently 
to give us what we have had in the past. 
This faith has been demonstrated in real 
fact by the City of New York through 
its Department of Marine and Aviation 


Nature 
bi-state Port of New York Au- 
thority. Our city, under the leadership of 
Mayor Robert F. Wagner, has been spon- 
soring and planning a rebuilding program 
which is now in full swing. Commissioner 
Vincent A. G. O’Connor of the Department 
of Marine and Aviation has shown great 
faith and foresight in this venture. The 
Port of New York Authority, in its plan- 
ning, has developed Port Newark, Ho- 
boken and now part of the Brooklyn 
waterfront. The expeditures of the De- 
partment of Marine and Aviation and the 
Port of New York Authority will total 
$575,000,000. This is what I mean by faith 
in our great port. This planning and re- 
building indicates the intention of our lo- 
cal interests to rebuild and build anew 
waterfront terminals which have served 
our purpose for the past 50 to 75 years. 
Now that I have covered briefly the con- 
fidence we have in our great port, I would 
like to comment on the maritime organi- 
zations directly and indirectly serving this 
port. I must begin with the steamship 
industry. It is well known that every ser- 
vice and ship owner either is located in 
our port or is represented by one of the 
scores of ships’ agents and brokers located 
in New York. The greatest passenger and 
freight terminals in the world are in the 
Port of New York, and the frequency of 
sailings for both these services is a major 
factor in our favor. The Maritime Asso- 
ciation of the Port of New York, and the 
New York Shipping Association, Inc., 
represent the shipping industry here. 
The freight forwarding industry is next 
in importance to our great port. We have

hundreds of forwarders and representa- 
tives located in New York capable of 
handling export cargo. These firms also 
handle customs documents, warehousing, 
arrange for trucking, coopering, sales, etc. 
This great force is represented in New 
York by the New York Foreign Freight 
Forwarders Association, and nationally 
by the Customs Brokers & Forwarders As- 
sociation of America, Inc. 

Next we have the stevedoring and ter- 
minal operators who are responsible for 
the loading and stowage of all cargoes in 
our harbor. I would like to present a brief 
outline of our stevedoring and terminal 
operating industry and the effect of a well 
equipped labor force on a port such as 
New York. Freight handling, in all its 
phases, in and out of ships, railroad cars, 
trucks, warehouses or river craft, is the 
service the stevedoring and terminal op- 
erator performs. There are approximately 
50 companies, large and small, performing 
these services in the port today. The ag- 
gregate of our industry for mechanical 
equipment and stevedoring gear is up- 
wards of $175,000,000. I particularly point 
this out to impress the serious investment 
in this industry. We in the industry are 
grateful to the Port of New York Author- 
ity and the Department of Marine and 
Aviation for the helpful changes in the 
construction and maintenance of port fa- 
cilities to parallel present-day methods 
and requirements. I want to emphasize 
the effect this has on our ability to give 
better service and good facilities with 
ample space, good lighting, good roads, 
etc. This naturally results in lower costs 
to everyone concerned. 

I would be remiss not to write you a 
few words concerning our Foreign Com- 
merce Club of New York. This club was 
formed in 1914 by a group of men in the 
shipping business. Basically, its corpo- 
rate objective is to voluntarily bring 
about a better organization in fellowship 
among those directly or indirectly inter- 
ested in foreign commerce and to afford 
its members the advantages of lectures on 
transportation and handling foreign com- 
merce in all its phases; also, to take such 
action as in its judgment seems wise to 
better conditions in our port. The club 
has a membership limit of 650 men who 
are from every phase of the shipping 
world. In the organization of the club’s 
roster are 28 committees which represent 
all commercial daily activities. Some of 
these are: Air Transportation; Banking;

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Recommendations of the 
Rockefeller Brothers Fund 


FOREIGN ECONOMIC POLICY 
FOR THE 20TH CENTURY 


issued an important report making recommendations for the adoption of 


Tiss Special Studies Project group of the Rockefeller Brothers Fund has 


a new international system that would revolutionize trade in the free world. 
The proposed system would entail setting up groups of nations based on regional 
political and economic consideration, with trade and commerce within such areas 
flowing as though no national boundaries existed. 

The plan calls for the United States to take leadership with the immediate aim 
of cooperating closely with the nations of the Western Hemisphere as a test case 


It suggests that an inter-American con- 
ference be held, to which Canada should 
be invited, to consider joint action on the 
following: 

>» “Find workable procedures for mod- 
erating extreme price fluctuations in com- 
modity trades.” 

> “Devise ways for the cooperative pro- 
motion of general economic growth and 
development, including consideration of an 
Inter-American Development Authority.” 

> “Work toward international agree- 
ment to set up a common market of hemi- 
sphere wide scope or of regional common 
markets with merger as an eventual goal.” 

> “Establish an Inter-American Pay- 
ments Union to provide for the full con- 
vertibility of currencies among all na- 
tions subscribing to a common market 
arrangement.” 

> “Facilitate other inter-American ar- 
rangements for cooperation upon common 
purposes and social objectives in such 
fields as education, low-cost housing, 
health and technical assistance.” 

> “Assure that such arrangements shall 
be so conceived and executed as to pro- 
mote high levels of multilateral world 
trade and the general economic growth of 
the entire free world.” 

In this connection, the report suggests 
that three regional groups be set up in 
the Western Hemisphere: (1) the Centra! 
American nations, (2) the northern tier 
countries of South America, and (3) the 
southern South American countries. These 
regional arrangements should have as 
their aim the progressive elimination of 
trade barriers within the groups as a step 
in the direction of free world trade, and 
also increasingly free relations among 
these groups. 


As to our own trade policy, the report 
makes the following observations: 

“Within the free world trading system, 
United States exports account for 20% of 
all exports, and its imports for 14% of 
total imports. But in terms of our domes- 
tic economy, combined imports and ex- 
ports represent only about 8% of annual 
output. This relatively small proportion 
often leads us to underestimate the im- 
portance of that trade to other nations. 
What is a small item on our import list 
may be a major source of revenue for an 
exporting national, for example our im- 
ports of Swiss watches, Scotch whisky or 
Latin-American coffee and copper. 

“Between 9% and 10% of all the du- 
rable goods produced in the United States 
is sold abroad. Significantly enough, these 
sales provide the margin between profit 
and loss for a large segment of American 
industries. About 4,500,000 workers, or 
7% of the entire United States labor 
force, are directly dependent upon foreign 
trade for their livelihoods. Foreign trade 
provides more direct employment in the 
United States than the automobile, steel, 
chemical and textile industries combined. 
One of the most important arguments in 
favor of trade liberalization is that it will 
broaden competition and thus increase the 
competitive discipline that is a major 
safeguard against inflation. Especially 
when consumer demand in the United 
States is pressing against our capacity 
output, the freer access of foreign pro- 
ducers to our market will help to keep 
prices from rising. 

“We believe it essential that the Recip- 
rocal Trade Agreements Program be made 
a permanent part of our national policy.

“Every individual has a personal stake 
in the solution of the problems and the 
realization of the aspirations of his fellow 
men in ways that will preserve the great 
traditions of initiative and freedom.

INTERNATIONAL MAILS 

INTERNATIONAL PARCELS—PACKING—Reports are constantly being received from 
the postal authorities of other countries that parcels are arriving from the United States 
in Damaged condition due to inadequate packing. Each week thousands of damaged 
parcels are reported to the New York Exchange Office alone 

Sacks containing parcels for foreign destinations are stowed several feet high in the 
holds of steamships where they are subjected to extreme pressure and heavy shocks, par- 
ticularly the lowermost sacks, during rough sea passage. Mailers are advised, therefore, 
that parcels for other countries must always be more strongly packed than those for 
delivery in continental United States, and large parcels should be tied with strong cord 
for added support, even if they are sealed with gummed tape. Detailed instructions for 
the packing of international parcels in general, as well as for those containing fragile 
articles, liquid and other specific items, may be obtained at your local post office. 

AUSTRALIA RESTRICTS IMPORTATION OF MEAT—The postal Administration of 
Australia has given notice that all kinds of meat, including preserved meat, whether 
hermetically sealed or not, is prohibited from importation to that country unless permis- 
sion is obtained from an Australian quarantine officer. The prohibition also applies to 
the Territory of New Guinea 

COLOMBIA—IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—The Colombian Postal Administration has 
called attention to the fact that parcel-post packages received in that country are fre- 
quently delayed in delivery due to lack of the necessary import documents. These are a 
commercial invoice for every parcel regardless of value, and a consular invoice supported 
by a Colombian import license for every parcel whose value exceeds 100 pesos.

It is understood that the value of the Colombian peso is subject to variation in ac- 
cordance with the exchange regulations; and the equivalent of $40 for 100 pesos, can no 
longer be taken as correct. Unless a sender is satisfied that the contents of his parcel 
will not be valued at more than 100 pesos by the Colombian customs authorities he should 
make inquiry of the nearest Colombian consul, giving the nature and value of the articles 
he desires to send, to ascertain what import documents will be required. 

BRITISH CURRENCY—The British authorities have removed their restrictions on the 
importation of Bank of England notes and other paper money in pounds sterling. British 
currency in any amount may now be sent to Great Britain and Northern Ireland by regis- 
tered letter mail.

Niearagua Changes Requirements For Prior Deposits On Imports—The prior deposit 
which Nicaragua requires of importers to obtain permit for import of goods classified in 
its list 2 has been increased from 50 per cent of c.i.f. value of the goods to 100 per cent, 
effective May 6. 

At the same time the Government announced revisions of lists 1, 2, and which for 
the most part represent consolidations of many individual changes made since the last 
major revision of the deposit system in June, 1956. Some changes are made in the lists, 
however, and special list A, calling for a 75 per cent prior deposit for a limited number 
of items, is abolished 

As now standing, the lists and deposits required are as follows: List 1, no deposit 

List 2, 100 per cent of c.i.f. value, license issued within 48 hours. List 3, 100 per cent of 
c.i.f. value, 30-day wait for import license. 
4 South Africa Restricts Imports—The Union ef South Africa has made new changes in 
its import-control regulations, as announced by the Minister of Economic Affairs. Con- 
trary to some business leaders’ expectations that strict import controls would have to be 
imposed to stop the decline in the country’s foreign exchange reserves, the new controls 
are mildly restrictive 

Peru Invites Bids for Road Construction—-Bids are invited by the Ministry of Develop- 
ment and Public Works, Lima, for financing and constructing 18.6 miles of double-lane 
highway between Lima and Chosica. The bids, which will be opened August 1, are invited 
for five alternate plans ranging in estimated cost from $520,000 to $900,000

the Sub-Director de Caminos, Ministerio de Formento y Obras Publicas, Lima 
: Latin American Draft Indebtedness Rises—-Draft indebtedness of Latin American 
importers to U. S. exporters increased in April by $4.5 million, the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York has reported. Collections outstanding on Latin America totaled $168.5 mil- 
lion at the end of April, the highest so far this year, according to the Bank’s monthly 
survey of 14 large commercial banks. ; 

+ Peru Passes New Law Raising Import Duties—A new Peruvian law authorizes the 
President to increase specific import duties on general merchandise by 50 per cent and 
on luxury items by 100 per cent 7 

The President is also authorized to double the duty on luxury goods subject to the 
100-per cent surcharge and to prohibit importation of nonessential goods. Basic com- 
modities, such as foodstuffs and pharmaceutical supplies, are exempted from the duty 
increases, as are also imports covered by bilateral treaties with contiguous countries, 
such as Chile. 

The new law merely authorizes the President to increase import duties by the amounts 
stated, but actual increases will not take place until the regulation implementing the new 
law, No. 12,995, enacted on May 5 and published in the Oficial Gazette of May 6, is pro- 
mulgated. 

Enactment of the law was designed to increase Government revenue and to help 
correct a serious balance of payments that has caused a severe drain on the nation’s 
reserves.—Oficial Gazette. 

Leaflet on Germany’s Tourist Duties Out—A new leaflet giving information, in English, 
on German customs and currency regulations for tourists is now available through De- 
partment of Commerce Field Offices. 

Issued by the German Customs Administration, the leaflet contains information on 
goods which may be taken or sent into Germany by tourists without payment of customs

LUMBER, SAWED, PLANED, TONGUED, GROOVED AND EDGE-GLUED 


In the case of B. A. MeKenzie & Co., Ine. v. United States, published as C. D. 1903 
(Vol. 92 Treasury Decisions (No. 32) 22), the United States Customs Court held that 
certain merchandise consisting of pieces of wood joined by a Linderman joint and glued 
together under pressure to form one wide piece, designed to be used and fit only for use in 
the manufacture of drawer sides, was free of duty under the provision for sawed lumber, 
not further manufactured than planed, and tongued and grooved of paragraph 1803 (1), 
Tariff Act of 1930. The merchandise was held subject only to import tax at the rate of 
75 cents per thousand feet, board measure, under section 4551 (1), Internal Revenue 
Code of 1954, as modified. Classification as manufactures of wood, not specially provided 
for, under paragraph 412, Tariff Act of 1930, as modified, with duty at the current rate of 
16 2/3 percent ad valorem was rejected. 

The Bureau accepts the principle announced in C. D. 1903 that wood material, lumber, 
subjected to the processes of Linderman jointing and gluing under pressure, making one 
wider piece from two narrower pieces, remains lumber within the purview of paragraph 
1803 of the tariff act, or under paragraphs 401 or 404, as applicable, if not advanced beyond 
lumber. The Bureau, however, does not concur in a holding that the merchandise actually 
before the court is classifiable otherwise than as manufactures of wood, not specially 
provided for, or as parts of furniture, not specially provided for, under paragraph 412, 
Tariff Act of 1930, as modified. 

Accordingly, C. D. 1903 will be confined to the merchandise actually before the court. 
The principle of that decision, however, will be applied to glued stock, including jointed 
and glued stock whether joined by a Linderman joint or similar process, of a length, 
width, and thickness which is recognized in the trade as lumber if of one-piece material. 
This principle wil) apply whether the stock is edge-glued, end-glued, both edge-glued and 
end-glued, or jointed and glued. 

Edge-glued (such as plain or blunt, tongued and grooved, or dovetailed edges) and/or 
end-glued (such as butt, finger, or scarf-jointed) stock which by reason of size, shape, 
dimensions, or processing other than jointing and gluing is not recognized in the trade as 
lumber, including table tops, desk tops, certain core stock, and other products, do not 
come within the lumber” principle of C. D. 1903. Such merchandise will be classifiable 
under paragraph 412, as manufactures of wood, not specially provided for, or under such 
other provision of the tariff act as may be applicable. 

Pending a new ruling by the court, merchandise such as that considered in C. D. 1903 
shall continue to be classified under paragraph 412, Tariff Act of 1930, as modified.

MAIL SHIPMENTS OF GOLD COINS, GOLD BULLION, OR GOLD DUST 
NOT EXCEEDING 8100 IN VALUE, PERMITTED 


There is quoted below for your information a letter from the Assistant Director, 
International Service, Bureau of Transportation, Post Office Department, dated May 14, 
1958, which is self-explanatory. [C/L 3030.] 

“For many years, this Department has prohibited the importation of gold coins, gold 
bullion, or gold dust in quantities exceeding $50 in value in any one parcel. It has been decided 
to increase this limit to $100 which will be consistent with the limit on gold which is exported. 

“A notice will be given to the International Bureau of the Universal Postal Union for the 
information of the postal authorities of other countries. 

“It is assumed you will desire to give notice of this action to collectors of customs.” 


MARKING COUNTRY OF ORIGIN: SKIS IMPORTED FROM YUGOSLAVIA 
An examination of certain skis imported from Yugoslavia discloses that some have 
been marked in such small letters that the marking is not considered to be as legible 
and conspicuous as required under section 11.8(d) of the Customs Regulations. 
Subject to the exceptions set forth in section 304(a)(3), Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended, skis shall not be passed as properly marked unless the marking is reasonably 
permanent and is plainly visible upon casual inspection of the article. [C/L 3032.]

Public Law 85-417 approved May 16, 1958, entitled “An Act to amend paragraph 1541 
of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, to provide that the rate of duty in effect with 
respect to harpsichords and clavichords shall be the same as the rate in effect with 
respect to pianos” is set forth below for your information. [T.D. 54606.]

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That paragraph 1541 (a) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended (19 U. S. C., sec. 1001, par. 1541 (a)), is amended by adding at the end thereof 
the following new sentence: “Harpsichords and clavichords, and parts thereof, shall be 
dutiable at the rate (however established) applicable to pianos (or parts thereof) on the 
date entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption.” 

Sec. 2. The amendment made by the first section of this Act shall apply to articles 
entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption after the day on which this Act 
is enacted, [Publie Law 85-417—Approved May 16, 1958.]

Caps, bottle, “snap-on,” and spouts.—Plastic “snap-on" caps made of polyethylene 
containing no filler, of a type used on bottles of pharmaceutical preparations and spouts 
of the same material, of a type attached to cans of lighter fluid and other liquids, dutiable 
at the rate applicable to articles, n.s.p.f., wholly or partly manufactured, in c.v. of iron or 
steel, under par. 397, by similitude (par. 1559 (a)). [T.D. 54600 (11).1 

Carmine, made by the precipitation of cochineal with alum, classifiable under par. 66, 
as a pigment, n.s.p.f. [T.D. 54600 (12).] 

Carpet, wool, made by tying lengths of wool yarn to a prefabricated cotton backing 
at one inch intervals, classifiable under par. 1117 (c) as floor coverings wholly or in c.v 
of wool, n.s.p.f. [T.D. 54591 (5).] 

Case, beaded, the outer surface of which is completely covered with beads attached 
to a scrim foundation in such a way as to create a design, yet not superimposed upon 
the article so as to form an ornamentation, the beads constituting a material and neces- 
sary part of the case, which is not of the type that would be bought and sold as a 
spectacle case if there were no beads thereon, classifiable under par. 1503 as an article 
in c.v. of beads, not ornamented. [T.D. 54504 (19).] 

Casting, aluminum, used in a book type press containing electrical timing devices in 
the manufacture of foam rubber articles, classifiable under the provisions for parts, 
n.s.p.f., wholly or in c.v. of metal, of an article having as an essential feature an electrical 
element or device, and n.s.p.f., under par. 353. [T.D. 54591 (6).] 

Cereal preparation.—<A product described as “Boulghour,” made by cooking and hull- 
ing hard wheat, crushing and then sifting, is classifiable under par. 732 as a cereal prep- 
aration, by whatever name known, processed further than milling. [T.D. 54594 (20).] 

Cells, photoelectric, selenium, classifiable under the provision for articles suitable for 
producing, rectifying, modifying, controlling, or distributing electrical energy, wholly or 
in c.v. of metal, and n.s.p.f., in par. 353. [T.D. 54600 (13).] F 

Chocolate and sugar mixture.—A mixture containing about 80 percent sugar and 20 
percent unsweetened chocolate liquor, used in the manufacture of chocolate products, is 
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classifiabls« under the provision in par. 506 for “sugar, after being refined, when tinctured, 
colored, or in any way adulterated.” If it is in c.v. of sugar, it is also subject to import 
tax under section 4501 (b) (3), Internal Revenue Code 1954. [T.D. 54594 (21).] 

Channels, “H” shape, steel, formed by welding two “U” shaped channels back to 
back, classifiable as channels, advanced beyond rolling, under par. 312. [T.D. 54591 (7).] 

Cigarette case, trick, containing two drawers, one built within the other, operated by 
pressing a secret panel, classifiable under the provisions for smokers’ article, par. 1552 
[T.D. 54591 (8).] 

Cigarette lighter.—Windproof pocket cigarette lighter (Zippo-type) made of base 
metal and plated with chrome is classifiable as a cigarette lighter designed to be carried 
on or about the person, composed in c.v. of metal other than gold or platinum, under 
par. 1527 (c) (2). [T.D. 54504 (22).] 

Cigarette lighter flints.—Ferrocerium cigarette lighter flints are classifiable under 
par. 302 (q) as ferrocerium. [T.D. 54594 (23).] 

Clamp, toolmakers’, consisting of a stationary jaw and a movable jaw which slides on 
1 cylindrical steel shaft and which contains a self-aligning pad to take up irregularities 
in materials held, classifiable as an article of iron or steel, n.s.p.f., under par. 397. [T.D. 
54504 (24).] 

Clay, aggregate, light weight, made by heating clay at 4000 degrees Fahrenheit, used 
to replace crushed stone in concrete, classifiable under par. 214 as an earthy or mineral 
substance, wholly or partly manufactured. [T.D, 54591 (9).] 

Cleaning device, plastic, window, consisting of a plastic water container, soft cellulose 
sponge and rubber wiper, in chief value of cellulose butyrate, is classifiable under par. 31 
(b) (2), an article in c.v. of a compound of cellulose. [T.D. 54594 (25.1 

Cleaning liquid, known as Kleen Glo and Special Kleen Glo, classifiable under par. 13 
as liquids for cleaning or polishing. Presence of certain salts of fatty acids may subject 
the merchandise to import tax under section 4581, Internal Revenue Code 1954. If these 
products are shipped in steel drums which are not so-called “one-time shippers,” the 
drums are separately dutiable under par. 328. [T.D. 54600 (14).] 

Clips, alligator, with or without wire leads, in c.v. of metal, used in radio, television, 
telephone and related electrical and electronic industries to make temporary connections 

lassifiable under the provision for article suitable for distributing electrical energy in 
par 353 IT.D. 54600 (15).] 

Cloth, cotton.—Cloth in c.v. of cotton having Lurex threads (made of cellophane and 
aluminum foil and not a countable yarn) at regular intervals, classified under par. 923, 
as a manufacture in c.v. of cotton, n.s.p.f. rather than as cloth having an average yarn 
number under par. 904 and $05. [T.D. 54600 (16).] 

Clothesline, cover made of polyvinyl! chloride and core of sisal, the latter being the 
component material in c.v., classifiable under par 1005 (b), as cord in c.v. of sisal 
(T.D. 54504 (26).] 

Coaster, plastic.—Basket-like coaster, incorporating the features of a coaster and a 
sleeve for drinking glass, made of polyvinyl! chloride type synthetic resin not serving as 
chief binding agent, is dutiable at the rate of duty applicable to knit articles in c.v. of 
cotton under par. 917, as modified by similitude (par. 1559 (a)). [T.D. 54504 (27).] 

Ceeconut shell ground, but not subjected to any other processing, and to which no 
other materials are added, classified under par. 1558, as a nonenumerated manufactured 
article. [T.D. 54600 (17).] 

Cotton waste.—Cotton shoddy produced by garnetting cuttings or rags, classifiable 
under par. 901 (c), as cotton waste, manufactured or otherwise advanced in value 
[T.D. 54594 (28).] 

Crating stock, parana pine, containing sufficient forms to produce complete or 
tially complete crates, classifiable as manufactures of wood, under par. 412; if not con- 
taining sufficient forms to produce complete or substantially crates, classifiable as sawed 
lumber under par. 401. [T.D. 54594 (29).] 

Crayons, 2 inches long, not wrapped in paper, boxed, not shown to be chiefly used for 
the amusement of children, classifiable under par. 1549 (a), as crayons, and not as toys 
under par. 1513. [T.D. 54504 (30).] 

Cross, goldstone, 26 mm high, 15 mm wide, and 3% mm thick, the surfaces of which 
are not faceted, is classifiable as an imitation semiprecious stone, not faceted, under par. 
1528. (T.D. 54504 (31).] 

Cubes, synthetic sapphire, material for making balls for ball point pens, ball bearings, 
ete., classifiable under par. 214, as modified, as synthetic materials of gem stone quality, 
not decorated in any manner. [T.D. 54594 (32).] 

Cups, feeding, composed of sheet iron or steel, galvanized, elliptically shaped, measur- 
ing approximately 3 inches in depth and 6 inches in diameter, holding 12 to 14 ounces 
of water, chiefly used for the feeding of mink, and fabricated with a lip which protrudes 
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into the mink pen, classifiable as an agricultural implement under par. 1604. [T.D. 54501 (10.)] 

Cup, oil, watchmakers’, composed of a synthetic resin which does not serve as the 
chief binding agent, dutiable at the rate applicable to manufactures of wood, n.s.p.f., in 
par 412, by similitude (par. 1559 (a)). ([T.D. 54594 (33).] 

Decking material, “Trofdek,” being structural decking panels consisting of a series 
of troughs, side by side, formed by shaped 1 x 4's or 1 x 6's on the flat which are joined 
together by sloping pieces of plywood, giving a corrugated effect, classifiable under par.

Electrical energy unit consisting of a button cell nickel-cadmium battery, and a 
battery charger composed of a rectifier, resistor, and fixed condensor, the unit serving 
as a rechargeable portable source of electrical power, classifiable, if in c.v. of metal, as 
an article suitable for producing electrical energy, under par. 353. [T.D. 54600 (19).]

internal-combustion engine, non-carburetor type inder par. 372. [T.D. 54594 (37).] 

Ethyl para teluene sulphonamide classifiable under par. 27 (a) (3) (5) as a product 
by whatever name known, which is similar to any of the products provided for in par. 
27 or 1651, and which is obtained, derived, or manufactured in whole or in part from 
any product provided for in either of those paragraphs. [T.D. 54594 (38).] 

Eutectol, consisting of 60 percent hydrogenated palm kernel oil and 40 percent hydro- 
genated palm oil, classifiable under provisions of par. 57 for combinations and mixtures 
of vegetable oils, and subject to import tax under provisions of section 4581, Internal 
Revenue Code 1954 {T.D. 54578 (7).] 

Fabric, tapestry, upholstery, of rayon and cotton, in c.v. of rayon, classifiable as 
woven fabrics in the piece, wholly or in c.v. of rayon, under par. 1306. [T.D. 54504 (39).] 

Fabric, woven, % inch wide, in c.v. of metal thread and of the type used for indicat- 
ing rank on the sleeves of naval officers, classifiable under par. 385 as woven fabrics in 
c.v. of metal thread [T.D. 54594 (40).] 

Fiber, vulcanized, articles made of.—Finished articles, n.s.p.f., in ec.v. of vulcanized 
fiber, are classifiable under par. 32 as compounds of cellulose, known as vulcanized or 
hard fiber, rather than under par. 1403 as indurated fiberware (T.D. 54600 (20).]

Glass, colored, mosaics, which are mounted on adhesive paper sheets for attaching 
as tile, are classifiable as colored glass articles, not household, not blown or engraved 
under par. 218 (f). [T.D. 54594 (45).] 

Golf club shafts, unfinished, steel.—A tapered steel tube, approximately 32 inches 
long and % inch in diameter at one end and \% inch in diameter at the other end, for use 
as a shaft in golf clubs, is classifiable as other articles, n.s.p.f., partly or wholly manu- 
factured, in c.v. of steel, not plated with platinum, gold, or silver, or colored with gold 
lacquer, under par. 397. [T.D. 54594 (46).]

Grip, fishing rod, made of natural cork, ready for assembly with other parts to make 
a fishing rod, classifiab'e under provision in par. 1535, for parts of fishing rods, finished 
or unfinished, n.s.p.f. [T.D. 54594 (48).] 

Hairnet, constructed of nylon filaments knotted together at appropriate intervals 
without anv form of ornamentation, classifiable as manufactures of synthetic textile 
n.s.p.f., under par. 1312. [T.D. 54594 (49).] 

Hair straightener, electric.—Metal comb with attached handle, containing an elec- 
tric heating element, classifiable as a household utensil under par. 339, if in c.v. of metal 
and of a type chiefly used in the household. [54578 (9).] 

Hardboard, plastic surfaced, if is c.v. of hardboard, classifiable as a manufacture 
of pulp, n.s.p.f., under par. 1403. but if in c.v. of melamine plastic containing a filler, 
classifiable as a manufacture wholly or in c.v. of any product of which any synthetic 
resin is the chief binding awent under par. 1539 (b). [T.D. 54600 (26).] 

Hardboard and plivweed, plastic weneered._-Hardboard having plastic veneer com- 
posed of laminated sheets of paper impregnated and bound together with svntheti 
resins, which veneer is the component material of c.v., classifiable as manufactures in 
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c.V laminated products of which any synthetic resin is the chief binding agent under 
par } (b) lywood having plastic veneer composed of laminated sheets of paper 
impregnated and bound together with synthetic resins, which veneer is the component 
material of c.v., if commercially known as plywood, is classifiable under par. 405 as ply- 
wood; otherwise, classifiable as manufactures in c.v. of laminated products of which any 
synthetic resin the chief binding agent under par. 1539 (b). [(T.D. 54600 (27).]

Hat, chip, coolie type.—Conical shaped portion of a coolie type hat, composed of 
strips of wood chip braid approximately % inch in width which are sewed in an expand- 
ing spiral, classihable under par. 1504 (b) (4), as chip hats, wholly or partly manu- 
factured ewed. [T.D. 54591 (15).] 

Hats, harvest.—Woven palm leaf hat of coarse drab leaf material, not blocked, with 
wide brim and high crown, valued under $3 per dozen, and of the kind commercially 
known in the United States as a harvest hat, is classifiable as a harvest hat under par. 
1504 (b) (5). If valued over $3 per dozen, classified as palm leaf hats, colored, not sewed, 
blocked or trimmed under par. 1504 (b) (2). (T.D. 54594 (50).] 

Hats, harvest.—The provision for hats “known as harvest hats” in par. 1504 (b) (5) 
covers those hats commercially known as such in the United States at the time of the 
enactment of the tariff act Certain palm leaf fiber hats of the semi-dress or novelty 
type not classifiable as harvest hats under par. 1504 (b) (5) in absence of proof that they 
were commercially so known.

Jewelry mountings, gold or platinum, classifiable under par. 1527 (a) (1) as jewelry, 
finished or unfinished, and parts thereof, wholly or in c.v. of gold or platinum. [T.D. 
54504 (59).] 

Juice, pineapple, concentrated, dutiable at the rate applicable to pineapple juice 
under par. 806 (a), as modified, by similitude (par. 1559 (a). [T.D. 54595 (60).] 

Key rings in c.v. of metal are classifiable under par. 1527 (c) (2) as an 
designed to be carried on or about the person. Key rings in c.v. of leather are classifiabl 
under par. 1531 as flat goods in c.v. of leather. [T.D. 54600 (31).] 

Key ring and miniature knife article.—Key ring classifiable under par. 1527 (c) as 
an article designed to be carried on or about or attached to the person. Miniature knife 
with folding blade with cutting edge classifiable separately under par. 354. [T.D. 54594 
(61).

Laces, shoe, braided, in c.v. of rayon, classifiable under par. 1529 (a) as articles 
in ec.v. of yarns, threads, or filaments, in part of braid, not suitable for making or orna- 
menting bonnets, hats, or hoods. [T. D. 54591 (21).] 

Lamps, sealed beam head, for automobiles, classifiable as parts of automobiles under 
par. 369 (c) when in c.v. of metal. [T.D. 54591 (22).] 
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Leather board. \ product called leather board, composed of pulped waste leathe: 
mixed with latex as a binding agent and not coated, cut into shapes or sizes for boxes 
or other articles, decorated or ornamented in any manner, embossed, friction calendered 
or super calendered, laminated by means of an adhesive substance, lined or vat-lined, 
plate finished, printed, nor surface stained or dyed, classifiable under par. 1402 as leather 
board. [T.D. 54591 (23).] 

Lenses, contact, plastic are dutiable at the rate applicable to eyeglass or spectacle 
lenses of glass under par 26, as modified, by similitude (par. 1559 (a)). [T.D. 54591 (24).] 

Loom, hand: machines. winding and shearing.—Hand loom used in manufacturing 
cocoa mats classifiable as a textile loom under par. 372. Winding machine which winds 
the yarn that goes into the shuttle is classifiaple as a textile winding machine under 
par. 372. Shearing machine used in finishing the mats classifiable as a textile finishing 
machine under par. 372. [T.D. 54501 (25).] 

Looms, hand; jacquard attachments.—Hand looms classifiable as looms under par 
372, as modified. Jacquard attachments, used in the textile industry in the weaving of 
intricate patterns, classifiable as parts of textile machines, under par. 372. [T.D. 54591 
(26).] 

Machete, having blade approximately 18 inches long and 5-inch wood handle, of the 
type used for cutting sugar cane and corn stalk, classifiable as agricultural imple ment 
under par. 1604. [T.D. 54591 (27).] 

Machines, counter punch; converter.—Counter punch, manually operated, which 
punches holes in paper tape and also issues printed slips of business transactions, ap- 
parently used on the counter by cashiers, is classifiable as an accounting machine under 
par. 372, as modified. A converter, electrically operated, which reads the punched tapes 
produced by the punch and produces either punched cards or punched tape is classifiable 
under the provision for articles having as an essential feature an electrical element or 
device, n.s.p.f., in par. 358. [T.D. 54600 (33).] 

Machine, laundry marking, known as the Polymark system, in c.v. of metal, which 
cuts tabs from a fabric reel, prints such tabs, and heat-seals the tabs to garments, classi- 
fiable as an article having as an essential feature an electrical element or device, n.s.p.f., 
in par. 353 rather than as printing machinery (except for textiles) in par. 372, as 
modified. [T.D. 54591 (28).] 

Machines, paper stock preparators, used in the initial grinding, cutting, etc., of paper 
pulp material, classifiable under par. 356 as stock treating parts for paper or pulp 
machinery, rather than as machines for making paper or paper pulp under par. 372, as 
modified. [T.D. 54591 (29).] 

Machines: uptwister; combined ring doubling and twisting; false twisting; tire cord 
forming, used in processing thermoplastic (synthetic) yarns, classifiable as machinery 
for textile manufacturing or processing prior to the making of fabrics, under par. 372, 
as modified, rather than as textile machinery under par. 372. [T.D. 54581 (30).] 

Mats, beach.—-Beach mats composed of individual squares of woven palm leaf con- 
nected together with cotton strips, in c.v. of palm leaf, classifiable under par. 1537 (a) 
as a manufacture wholly or in c.v. of palm leaf. [T.D. 54578 (10).] 

Meter, width measuring, for strip rolling mill, employing an optical pickup system, 
Wheatstone bridge, amplifier, and servo-motor, in c.v. of metal, classifiable under the 
provisions for articles having an an essential feature an electrical element or device, 
n.s.pf., in par. 353. [T.D. 54591 (31).] 

Mezuzoth (mezuzah) in metal containers.—Mezuzoth (mezuzah) is classifiable free 
of duty as a manuscript, n.s.p.f.. under par. 1714. The metal container is separately classi- 
fiable as an article, n.s.p.f., wholly or partly manufactured, in c.v. of metal, under par.

other live vertebrate animals, n.s.p.f., under par. 715. [(T.D. 54594 (68).] 

Oil, watch, synthetic—APA 112 synthetic watch oil, chemically Known as isomers 
of 4-oxy-4 (dodecylphenoxy)-dibutyl ether, classifiable under provision in par. 27 (a) (35) 
(5) for other products obtained, derived, or manufactured in whole or in part from an) 
preduct provided for in par. 27 or 1651. (T.D. 54501 (37).] 

Ornaments and charms, plastic, consisting of marine specimens encased in plastik 
material containing no filler are, if in c.v. of plastic, classifiable as nonenumerated man- 
ufactured articles under par. 1558. When the articles are designed to be carried on key 
chains and are valued over 20 cents per dozen they are dutiable at the rates applicable 
to articles of metal designed to be worn or carried on or about the person under par

506 and 
subject to import tax under section 4501, Internal Revenue Code 1954, if in c.v. of sugar 
Mixed nuts, salted and packaged, classifiable under par. 761 as edible nuts, prepared 
or preserved, n.s.p.f. [T.D. 54591 (40).] 

Pellets, gold, designed for use as parts of a transistor, classifiable under par. 353 
as parts, in c.v. of metal, of other articles suitable for controlling or modifying electrical 
energy. [T.D. 54591 (41).] 

Pencil crayon.—Crayon pencil having appearance of a mechanical pencil, and con- 
sisting of a hollow plastic holder approximately 54 inches in length and \% inch in 
diameter, and a piece of crayon lead approximately 5 inches in length and \% inch in 
diameteris classifiable as a pencil of other material not metal, filled with lead or other 
material, n.s.p.f., under par. 1549 (a). (T.D. 54591 (42).]

228 (b) for frames and mounting for projection lenses 
and parts thereof. [T.D. 54594 (73).] 

Propeller testing equipment. Eauipment for testing propeller models consisting of 
(1) dynamometers with accessories, (2) retarders for calibrating propeller dynamometers, 
and (3) installations for manned ship models with motor-generator set, propeller dyna- 
mometer and accessories, is classifiable as laboratory apparatus wholly or in c.v. of metal 
n.s.p.f., under par.

Viewer, photographic slide, consisting of a plastic case measuring approximately 4 
inches by 4 inches by 5 inches, containing 2 flash light batteries and a bulb, used in 
viewing 35 millimeter slide transparencies, classifiable as an optical instrument under 
par. 228 (b). [T.D. 54591 (96).] 

Washers, windshield, hand-operated, to be installed in automobiles and trucks, classi- 
fiuable as a machine, n.s.p.f., under par. 372. [T.D. 54504 (95).] 

Wallet, “Execudex”, boxed, with paper refills.—Cases made of metal with fabric 
lining and covering, the well of which contains a leather executive wallet, paper filler, 
and ealendar, classifiable according to component material of c.v. The leather wallet 
is classifiable under par. 1531, as modified, as flat leather goods. The paper filler and 
calendar for the wallet are classifiable under par. 1413 as manufactures of paper, n.s.p.t

1502 for parts of roller skates. [T.D. 54504 (98).} 

Wheel and tire kit for sport automobiles, on which a spare tire can be mounted, is 
classifiable under par. 397 as an article, n.s.p.f., wholly or partly manufactured, in c.v. 
of steel. [T.D. 54600 (54).] 

Wicking, candle, braided cotton, classifiable under par. 1529 (a) as braided articles 
not suitable for making or ornamenting bonnets, hats, or hoods. [T.D. 54951 (95).] 

Window cleaning device, pronto fix, a device for cleaning windows, in c.v. of cellu- 
lose butyrate, serving as a sponge or “squeegee” holder and liquid dispenser, classifiiable 
as a finished article in c.v. of a compound of cellulose, other than cellulose acetate, under 
par. 31 (b) (2). [(T.D. 54594 (99).] 

Windows, stained glass.—Window panels of thick, chipped, colored glass pieces 
held together by cement, valued $15 or more per square foot and installed by being 
set in steel muntins or cross sections, secured by steel pins, and cemented isc perma- 
nently hold the glass and make the window waterproof, are classifiable as colored glass 
articles under par.

Entry and clearance—Manifests, traveling, certified copy to include passenger and 
crew list.—The list of passengers and crew are required to be on customs and immigra- 
tion Form I-418 or on a substantially similar form, presented in duplicate as a part of 
the manifest. When section 4.85 (b) of the Customs Regulations requires that a copy of 
the complete inward foreign manifest of the vessel certified at the first port of entry 
be returned to the master, the passenger and crew list are required to be included as a 
part thereof. [T.D. 54600 (56).] 

Vessels in foreign and domestic trade; coastwise towing, certain vessels prohibited 
from engaging in.—A vessel which has a register or other form of document bearing a 
restrictive endorsement prohibiting engaging in the coastwise trade does not have a 
document in force to engage in coastwise towing within the meaning of section 316, 
title 46, United States Code, and is excluded under penalty from being so used. [T.D. 
54600 (57).] 
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COMMERCIAL SAMPLES AND ADVERTISING MATTER 

Hug catalogues and shade cards.—Imported catalogues bearing the name and address 
of a United States firm which can suppiy materials for making the rugs described in the 
catalog, and “shade cards” to which are attached samples of foreign yarns for making 
such rugs and which also bear the name and address of the United States firm which 
has such yarns for sale, are not entitled to free entry under par. 1629 (c) or par. 1821 
respectively, as amended (T.Ds. 54463, 54569). [T.D. 54600 (55).] 

Swatches of samples of woolen fabrics.—Eight individual samples of woolen fabrics,
